ned much farther to the north-west than has 
heretoloie been supposed.makmg our loss of ter- 


ritory less than has been commonly understood 
tho the St. Francis does not sweep solar ti ihe 
no.th as has been thought, whereby we make a 
loss of valuable territory on oui part. All this 


will appear by the new map. 


Our State the past year has caused to be sur- 


veyed into townships, the territory to the St. 
John River, at the head the seven Eastern Ran- 
ges of townships as heretofore surveyed^- Th.s- 
temtory contains a much larger population, 
than has before been supposed.

published, all the old suryeys of the public 
iands have been reduced to a un.ioim scale and 
numerous errois heretofore made, been correct- 
ed.

complicated wrongs, injustice, and vices, which 
inevitably pertain to such a system ? On this 
point there can be but one opinion among dis- 
creet minds. There is no comparison between 
the proposed good, which can never be obtained 
by such means, and the unavoidable evils which 


the change must produce.
